to  the  point  of  commencement. 

And  that  all  previous  lists  of  polling  divi¬ 
sions  for  the  said  districts  be  cancelled.

“GAME  ACT.” 

IS  HONOUR  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council  has  been  pleased  to  order  that 
under  the  provisions  of  the  “  Game  Act,”  chap¬ 
ter  108  of  the  “  Revised  Statutes  of  British 
Columbia,  1936,”  the  following  Game  Regula¬ 
tions  be  made  for  the  year  1941-42: — - 

GAME  REGULATIONS,  1941-42. 

1.  The  prohibitions  declared  by  section  18  of 
the  “  Game  Act,”  being  chapter  108  of  tbe 
“  Revised  Statutes  of  British  Columbia,  1936,” 
as  to  the  hunting,  trapping,  taking,  wounding, 
and  killing  of  game,  are,  subject  to  the  pro¬ 
visions  of  sections  2  to  8,  inclusive,  of  these 
regulations,  hereby  removed  to  the  extent  and 
within  the  period  and  limits  and  subject  to  the 
provisions  hereinafter  set  out  respectively,  as 
follows : — 

For  the  purpose  of  defining  the  open  season 
for  big  game,  game  birds,  and  trapping  of  fur¬ 
bearing  animals,  the  Province  shall  be  divided 
into  two  districts,  to  be  known  as  the  Western 
and  Eastern  Districts. 

“WESTERN  DISTRICT  ”  shall  mean  and 
include  all  that  portion  of  the  Province  situate 
and  lying  to  the  west  of  the  summit  of  the 
Cascade  Mountains  and  south  of  the  Electoral 
District  of  Atlin,  except  that  portion  of  the 
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Electoral  District  of  Skeena  covered  by  the 
watershed  of  the  Lakelse  and  Zymagotitz 
Rivers. 

“  EASTERN  DISTRICT  ”  shall  mean  and 
include  all  of  the  remainder  of  the  Province. 

Provided  for  the  purpose  of  the  open  seasons 
on  migratory  game  birds,  that  portion  of  the 
Electoral  District  of  Lillooet  situate  and  lying 
to  the  east  of  a  line  drawn  north  and  south 
(astronomic)  of  Alta  Lake  Railway-station  on 
the  Pacific  Great  Eastern  Railway  and  that 
portion  of  the  Skeena  River  and  its  watershed 
situate  and  lying  within  the  boundaries  of  the 
Electoral  District  of  Skeena  east  of  a  line 
drawn  north  and  south  (astronomic)  through 
the  mouth  of  Scotia  River  be  construed  and  con¬ 
sidered  as  lying  within  the  Eastern  District. 

EASTERN  DISTRICT  (OPEN  SEASONS). 

Big  Game. 

(a.)  BEAR  (except  White  or  Kermodei 
Bear),  in  the  Eastern  District,  open  season 
from  September  1st,  1941,  to  June  30th,  1942, 
both  dates  inclusive. 

Provided  that  no  Bear  shall  be  trapped  in 
the  Eastern  District. 

(b.)  CARIBOU,  of  the  male  sex,  in  the 
Eastern  District  (except  the  Electoral  District 
of  Mackenzie,  and  that  portion  of  the  Electoral 
District  of  Cariboo  situate  and  lving  to  the 
west  of  the  Fraser  River,  and  that  further 
portion  of  the  Eastern  District  situate  and 
lying  to  the  south  of  the  main  line  of  the 
Canadian  Pacific  Railway),  open  season  from 
September  1st,  1941,  to  December  15th,  1941, 
both  dates  inclusive. 

In  that  portion  of  the  Eastern  District  situ¬ 
ate  and  lying  to  the  south  of  the  main  line  of 
the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway,  open  season 
from  September  15th,  1941,  to  October  31st, 
1941,  both  dates  inclusive. 

(c.)  DEER  (Mule,  White-tail,  and  Coast), 
BUCKS  ONLY,  throughout  the  Eastern  Dis¬ 
trict  (except  White-tail  Deer  in  the  North  and 
South  Okanagan  and  Similkameen  Electoral 
Districts),  open  season  from  September  15th, 
1941,  to  December  15th,  1941,  both  dates 
inclusive. 

Provided  that  there  shall  be  no  open  season 
on  any  member  of  the  Deer  family  in  those 
portions  of  the  Eastern  District  described  as 
follows : — 

In  that  portion  of  the  Fernie  Electoral  Dis¬ 
trict  as  follows:  “  Commencing  at  the  junction 
of  Morrissey  Creek  and  Elk  River;  thence 
following  the  east  and  south  banks  of  Elk 
River  to  a  point  one-half  mile  south  of  the 
Junction  of  Wigwam  and  Elk  Rivers;  thence 
easterly  following  the  summit  of  the  watei-- 
shed  on  the  south  side  of  Wigwam  River  to  a 
point  on  the  Wigwam  River  one-half  mile 
south  of  the  junction  of  said  river  and  Lodge- 
pole  Creek;  thence  in  an  easterly  direction 
following  the  summit  of  the  watershed  on  the 
south  side  of  Lodgepole  Creek  to  the  summit 
at  the  headwatei’s  of  said  creek;  thence  north¬ 
erly  following  the  summit  of  the  said  water¬ 
shed  and  westerly  along  the  summit  on  the 
north  side  of  said  creek  and  Meadow  Creek  to 
a  point  on  Morrissey  Creek  two  miles  north¬ 
east  from  the  mouth  of  said  creek;  thence 
along  the  south  bank  of  said  creek  to  the  point 
of  commencement.” 

In  that  portion  of  the  Grand  Forks-Green- 
wood  Electoral  District  as  follows:  “Com¬ 
mencing  at  the  junction  of  Williamson  Creek 
and  the  Kettle  River;  thence  following  the 
east  shore-line  of  said  river  in  a  northerly 
direction  to  the  junction  of  Kettle  River  and 
Losthorse  Creek;  thence  along  said  creek  to 
its  source;  thence  following  the  height  of  land 
in  a  southerly  direction  to  a  point  directly  east 
of  an  unnamed  lake  forming  the  source  of 
Williamson  Creek;  thence  westerly  to  the  easl 
shore-line  of  said  unnamed  lake;  thence  along 
the  south  shore-line  of  said  lake  and  William¬ 
son  Creek  to  the  point  of  commencement.” 


In  that  portion  of  the  Similkameen  Electoral 
District  as  follows:  “That  portion  thereof 
lying  to  the  south  of  Whipsaw  Creek  and 
between  the  Hope-Princeton  Road  and  the 
Similkameen  and  Roche  Rivers  and  Cambie 
Creek  to  where  Cambie  Creek  enters  the  Three 
Brothers  Mountain  Game  Reserve.” 

In  that  portion  of  the  Lillooet  Electoral  Dis¬ 
trict  as  follows:  “  Commencing  at  the  junction 
of  Gun  Creek  and  the  Bridge  River;  thence 
in  an  easterly  direction  following  the  north 
shore-line  of  Bridge  River  to  the  junction  of 
said  river  and  Tyaughton  Creek;  thence  fol¬ 
lowing  centre  line  of  said  creek  in  an  easterly 
and  north-westerly  direction  to  the  junction  of 
an  unnamed  branch  of  Tyaughton  Creek  ap¬ 
proximately  one  mile  south  of  the  junction  of 
Taylor  Creek  and  Tyaughton  Creek;  thence 
along  the  south  shore-line  of  this  unnamed 
creek  in  a  south-westerly  direction  to  the  head¬ 
waters  of  Pearson  Creek ;  thence  along  the 
east  shore-line  of  Pearson  Creek  to  the  junc¬ 
tion  of  said  creek  and  Gun  Creek;  thence 
along  the  north  shore-line  of  Gun  Creek  in  a 
south-easterly  direction  to  the  point  of  com¬ 
mencement.” 

“  DEER  FAMILY  ”  for  the  purpose  of  these 
regulations  shall  mean  and  include  Moose, 
Caribou,  Deer,  and  Wapiti  (Elk). 

( d .)  MOOSE,  of  the  male  sex,  in  the  Elec¬ 
toral  Districts  of  Atlin,  Fort  George,  Peace 
River,  Cariboo,  Omineca;  that  poi'tion  of  the 
Electoral  District  of  Skeena  situate  and  lying 
within  the  Eastern  District;  that  portion  of 
the  Kamloops  Electoral  District  situate  and 
lying  north  of  the  main  line  of  the  Canadian 
Pacific  Railway;  that  portion  of  the  Electoral 
District  of  Lillooet  situate  and  lying  north  of 
the  51st  parallel  of  north  latitude  and  east  of 
the  Fraser  River,  open  season  from  September 
1st,  1941,  to  December  15th,  1941,  both  dates 
inclusive. 

In  the  Electoral  Districts  of  Fernie  and 
Columbia  (except  that  portion  of  the  Columbia 
Electoral  District  situate  and  lying  south  of 
Toby  Creek  and  west  of  the  Columbia  River), 
open  season  from  September  15th,  1941,  to 
November  15th,  1941,  both  dates  inclusive. 

(e.)  MOUNTAIN-SHEEP,  of  the  male  sex,  in 
that  portion  of  the  Eastern  District  situate 
and  lying  to  the  north  of  the  56th  parallel  of 
north  latitude,  open  season  from  August  15th, 
1941,  to  November  15th,  1941,  both  dates 
inclusive. 

In  that  further  portion  of  the  Eastern  Dis¬ 
trict  situate  and  lying  south  of  the  56th  paral¬ 
lel  of  north  latitude  and  north  of  the  main  line 
of  the  Canadian  National  Railway  (Prince 
Rupert  to  Jasper  Line),  and  in  those  portions 
of  the  Electoral  Districts  of  Cariboo  and  Lil¬ 
looet  situate  and  lying  to  the  south  of  the  Main 
Chilcotin  River  and  west  of  the  Fraser  River, 
open  season  from  September  1st,  1941,  to 
November  15th,  1941,  both  dates  inclusive. 

In  the  Electoral  Districts  of  Fernie,  Cran- 
brook,  and  Columbia,  open  season  from  Sep¬ 
tember  1st,  1941,  to  October  31st,  1941,  both 
dates  inclusive. 

In  that  portion  of  the  Salmon  Arm  Electoral 
District  situate  and  lying  within  that  area 
bounded  on  the  north  by  the  Trans-Canada 
Highway  from  Squilax,  on  the  Canadian 
Pacific  Railway,  to  Tappen,  and  on  the  south 
by  the  secondary  highway  commencing  at  Tap- 
pen  and  thence  in  a  north-westerly  and  west¬ 
erly  direction  via  Tappen  Creek,  Skimikin, 
Fleming,  and  Phillips  Lakes;  thence  in  a  north¬ 
westerly  direction  along  said  highway  paral¬ 
leling  Chum  Creek  to  Squilax;  that  further 
portion  of  said  electoral  district  bounded  on 
the  east  by  Adams  Lake,  on  the  south  by 
Sinmax  Creek,  and  on  the  west  and  north  by 
the  westerly  and  northerly  shore-line  or  bound¬ 
aries  of  Johnson  Creek  and  Lake  and  Sections 
23,  24,  and  19  in  Township  25,  Range  13,  west 
of  the  6th  meridian,  open  season  from  October 
18th,  1941,  to  October  26th,  1941,  both  dates 
inclusive. 
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(/.)  MOUNTAIN-GOAT,  in  the  Eastern  Dis¬ 
trict,  in  that  portion  thereof  situate  and  lying 
to  the  north  of  the  56th  parallel  of  north  lati¬ 
tude,  open  season  from  August  15th,  1941,  to 
December  15th,  1941,  both  dates  inclusive. 

In  the  remainder  of  the  Eastern  District 
(except  the  Electoral  Districts  of  North  and 
South  Okanagan,  Similkameen,  and  Grand 
Forks-Greenwood),  open  season  from  Septem¬ 
ber  1st,  1941,  to  December  15th,  1941,  both 
dates  inclusive. 

(g.)  WAPITI  (ELK),  of  the  male  sex,  in 
the  Electoral  Districts  of  Fernie  and  Columbia 
(except  that  portion  of  the  Columbia  Electoral 
District  situate  and  lying  to  the  west  of  the 
Columbia  River),  open  season  from  September 
15th,  1941,  to  November  15th,  1941,  both  dates 
inclusive. 

In  those  portions  of  the  Similkameen  and 
South  Okanagan  Electoral  Districts  situate 
and  lying  to  the  east  of  Okanagan  Lake  and 
River,  open  season  from  September  15th,  1941, 
to  December  15th,  1941,  both  dates  inclusive. 

Fur-bearing  Animals. 

(/!.)  REAVER,  MUSKRATS,  and  OTTER 
(except  Sea-otter),  in  that  portion  of  the  East¬ 
ern  District  situate  and  lying  to  the  north  of 
the  51st  parallel  of  north  latitude  and  in  the 
Electoral  District  of  Yale,  open  season  from 
March  1st,  1942,  to  May  15th,  1942,  both  dates 
inclusive.  In  the  remainder  of  the  Eastern 
District,  open  season  from  March  1st,  1942,  to 
April  30th,  1942,  both  dates  inclusive. 

ALL  OTHER  FUR  -  BEARING  ANIMALS, 
throughout  the  Eastern  District,  open  season 
from  November  1st,  1941,  to  February  28th, 
1942,  both  dates  inclusive. 

Migratory  Game  Birds. 

(r.)  DUCKS  (except  Wood  and  Eider  Ducks), 
WILSON  SNIPE,  COOTS,  GEESE,  in  the  East¬ 
ern  District  (except  the  Electoral  District  of 
Peace  River;  those  portions  of  the  Electoral 
Districts  of  Atlin,  Omineca,  and  Fort  George 
situate  and  lying  north  of  the  56th  parallel  of 
north  latitude;  and  all  those  portions  of  the 
Eastern  District  situate  and  lying  south  and 
east  of  the  main  line  of  the  Canadian  National 
Railway — Hope  to  Jasper  Line),  open  season 
fi'om  September  15th,  1941,  to  November  30th, 
1941,  both  dates  inclusive. 

In  the  Electoral  District  of  Peace  River,  and 
those  portions  of  the  Electoral  Districts  of 
Atlin,  Omineca,  and  Fort  George  situate  and 
lying  north  of  the  56th  parallel  of  north  lati¬ 
tude,  open  season  from  September  1st,  1941, 
to  November  15th,  1941,  both  dates  inclusive. 

In  those  portions  of  the  Eastern  District 
situate  and  lying  south  and  east  of  the  main 
line  of  the  Canadian  National  Railway  (Hope 
to  Jasper  Line),  open  season  from  September 
20th,  1941,  to  December  4th,  1941,  both  dates 
inclusive. 

Upland  Game  Birds. 

O'.)  CALIFORNIA  QUAIL,  in  the  Eastern 
District,  in  those  portions  thereof  known  as 
the  Electoral  Districts  of  South  Okanagan  and 
Similkameen  (except  that  portion  of  said  dis¬ 
tricts  lying  east  of  Okanagan  Lake  between 
Lequime  Creek  and  Penticton  Creek),  and  that 
portion  of  the  Electoral  District  of  North  Oka¬ 
nagan  situate  and  lying  west  of  Okanagan 
Lake  and  south  of  Whiteman  Creek,  open 
season  from  October  15th,  1941,  to  November 
15th,  1941,  both  dates  inclusive. 

Provided  that  the  hunting  or  shooting  of 
California  Quail  in  the  Electoral  Districts  men¬ 
tioned  in  this  clause  shall,  on  the  first  three 
days  of  the  open  season,  be  between  the  hours 
of  12  noon  to  5  p.m.,  and  during  the  remainder 
of  the  open  season,  on  each  day,  between  the 
hours  of  8  a.m.  and  5  p.m. 

( k .)  EUROPEAN  PARTRIDGE,  in  the  Elec¬ 
toral  Districts  of  Kamloops,  Salmon  Arm, 
North  and  South  Okanagan,  and  Similkameen, 
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open  season  from  October  15th,  1941,  to 

October  31st,  1941,  both  dates  inclusive. 

In  that  portion  of  the  Electoral  District  of 
Grand  Forks-Greenwood  situate  and  lying  to 
the  east  of  a  line  drawn  north  and  south 
(astronomic)  through  the  Station  of  Eholt  on 
the  Kettle  Valley  Railway,  open  season  from 
October  12th,  1941,  to  October  31st,  1941,  both 
dates  inclusive. 

Provided  that  the  hunting  or  shooting  of 
European  Partridge  in  the  Electoral  Districts 
mentioned  in  this  clause  shall,  on  the  first 
three  days  of  the  open  season,  be  between  the 
hours  of  12  noon  to  5  p.m.,  and  during  the 
remainder  of  the  open  season,  on  each  day, 
between  the  hours  of  8  a.m.  and  5  p.m.  Local 
time  to  be  taken  in  each  district. 

(/.)  GROUSE  (Blue  and  Franklin’s  only),  in 
the  Eastern  District,  in  those  portions  thereof 
known  as  the  Cariboo,  Lillooet,  Fort  George, 
Peace  River,  Omineca,  Skeena,  and  Atlin  Elec- 
toi-al  Districts,  open  season  from  September

Electoral  District,  situate  and  lying  to  the  east 
of  Allison  Creek,  the  South  Similkameen  River, 
and  the  Pasayten  River;  those  portions  of  the 
Electoral  Districts  of  Cariboo  and  Lillooet 
situate  and  lying  along  the  Fraser  River  from 
Riske  Creek  and  the  52nd  parallel  of  north 
latitude,  on  the  north,  to  the  southern  bound¬ 
ary  of  the  Electoral  Distinct  of  Lillooet,  on  the 
south,  extending  a  distance  of  ten  miles  on  the 
west  side  of  the  Fraser  River  and  on  the  east 
side  of  said  river  to  the  eastern  boundaries  of 
the  said  electoral  districts,  open  season  from 
October  15th,  1941,  to  November  15th,  1941, 
both  dates  inclusive. 

COCK  BIRDS  ONLY,  in  that  portion  of  the 
Electoral  District  of  Yale  situate  and  lying 
north  of  the  51st  parallel  of  north  latitude, 
open  season  from  October  15th,  1941,  to  Octo¬ 
ber  21st,  1941,  both  dates  inclusive. 

COCK  BIRDS  ONLY,  in  that  portion  of  the 
Electoral  District  of  Nelson-Creston  situate 
and  lying  to  the  south  of  a  line  drawn  east  and 
west  and  passing  thi*ough  Kootenay  Landing, 
and  in  the  Electoral  Districts  of  Columbia, 
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Cranbrook,  and  Fernie,  open  season  from 
October  8th,  1941,  to  October  19th,  1941,  both 
dates  inclusive. 

COCK  BIRDS  ONLY,  in  the  Grand  Forks- 
Greenwood  Electoral  District,  open  season  from 
October  12th,  1941,  to  October  31st,  1941,  both 
dates  inclusive. 

Provided  that  the  hunting  or  shooting  of 
Pheasants  in  those  portions  of  the  Eastern 
District  provided  with  an  open  season  (except 
the  Electoral  Districts  of  Nelson-Creston,  Co¬ 
lumbia,  Cranbrook,  and  Fernie),  shall,  on  the 
first  three  days  of  the  open  season,  be  between 
the  hours  of  12  noon  to  5  p.m.,  and  during  the 
remaining  days  in  said  districts  between  the 
hours  of  8  a.m.  and  5  p.m. 

In  the  Electoral  Districts  of  Nelson-Creston, 
Columbia,  Cranbrook,  and  Fernie,  the  hunting 
or  shooting  of  Pheasants  shall,  on  each  or  any 
day,  be  between  the  hours  of  9  a.m.  and  5.30 
p.m.  Local  time  to  be  taken  in  each  district. 

WESTERN  DISTRICT  (OPEN  SEASONS). 

Big  Game. 

(o.)  BEAR  (except  White  or  Kermodei 
Bear),  throughout  the  Western  District,  open 
season  from  September  6th,  1941,  to  June  30th, 
1942,  both  dates  inclusive. 

Provided  that  no  Bear  shall  be  trapped  in 
the  Western  District. 

( p .)  DEER  (Mule  and  Coast),  BUCKS 
ONLY,  on  Vancouver  Island  and  including  all 
the  islands  in  the  Comox,  Nanaimo,  and  The 
Islands  Electoral  Districts,  open  season  from 
September  6th,  1941,  to  November  30th,  1941, 
both  dates  inclusive. 

BUCKS  ONLY,  throughout  the  remainder 
of  the  Western  District  (except  the  Electoral 
Districts  of  Skeena,  Mackenzie,  and  Prince 
Rupert),  open  season  from  September  20th, 

1941,  to  December  15th,  1941,  both  dates 
inclusive. 

BUCKS  ONLY,  in  the  Electoral  Districts  of 
Skeena,  Mackenzie,  and  Prince  Rupert,  open 
season  from  September  6th,  1941,  to  December 
15th,  1941,  both  dates  inclusive. 

( q .)  MOOSE,  of  the  male  sex,  in  that  por¬ 
tion  of  the  Electoral  District  of  Mackenzie 
situate  and  lying  north  of  the  51st  parallel  of 
north  latitude,  open  season  from  September 
1st,  1941,  to  December  15th,  1941,  both  dates 
inclusive. 

(r.)  MOUNTAIN-GOAT,  throughout  the  West¬ 
ern  District  (except  on  Vancouver  Island), 
open  season  from  September  6th,  1941,  to 
December  15th,  1941,  both  dates  inclusive. 

Fur-bearing  Animals. 

(s.)  ALL  FUR-BEARING  ANIMALS  (except 
Sea-otter),  throughout  the  Western  District 
(except  Beaver,  Muskrats,  and  Otter  in  that 
portion  of  the  Electoral  District  of  Lillooet 
situate  and  lying  to  the  east  of  a  line  drawn 
north  and  south  (astronomic)  of  Alta  Lake 
Railway-station  on  the  Pacific  Great  Eastern 
Railway,  and  including  the  watershed  of  the 
Upper  Lillooet  River),  open  season  from  De¬ 
cember  1st,  1941,  to  February  28th,  1942,  both 
dates  inclusive.  Provided  there  shall  be  no 
open  season  for  the  trapping  of  Beaver  on 
Vancouver  and  Queen  Charlotte  Islands. 

BEAVER,  MUSKRATS,  and  OTTER  (except 
Sea-otter),  in  that  portion  of  the  Electoral  Dis¬

Victoria  City,  Oak  Bay,  Esquimalt,  Saanich, 
Cowichan-Newcastle,  Alberni,  Comox,  Nanaimo, 
and  The  Islands;  all  of  the  Queen  Charlotte 
Islands,  and  all  that  portion  of  the  Western 
District  situate  and  lying  north  of  the  53rd 
parallel  of  north  latitude,  open  season  from 
November  1st,  1941,  to  January  15th,  1942, 
both  dates  inclusive. 

Throughout  the  remainder  of  the  Western 
District,  open  season  from  October  18th,  1941, 
to  January  1st,  1942,  both  dates  inclusive. 

Provided  that  in  those  portions  of  the  West¬ 
ern  District  known  as  the  Electoral  Districts 
of  Dewdney,  Chilliwack,  Delta,  North  Vancou¬ 
ver,  New  Westminster,  Vancouver-Point  Grey, 
Vancouver  East,  and  Burnaby,  the  hunting  and 
shooting  of  migratory  game  birds  shall  cease 
on  each  day  designated  and  at  or  on  the  time 
mentioned  hereunder,  all  dates  inclusive: — 

October  18th  to  October  31st _ 6.50  p.m. 

November  1st  to  November  14th  6.40  p.m. 

November  15th  to  December  31st  6.20  p.m. 

January  1st  to  January  14th  6.30  p.m. 

January  15th  to  January  31st _ 6.40  p.m. 

February  1st  to  February  13th  7.00  p.m. 
(Legal  time  when  shooting  can  be  commenced 
on  October  18th,  6.40  a.m.) 

PIGEONS  (Band-tailed),  throughout  the 
Western  District,  open  season  from  September 
6th,  1941,  to  September  30th,  1941,  both  dates 
inclusive. 

SNOW  GEESE  and  BLACK  BRANT,  in  those 
portions  of  the  Western  District  known  as  the 
Electoral  Districts  of  Victoria  City,  Oak  Bay, 
Esquimalt,  Saanich,  Cowichan-Newcastle,  Al¬ 
berni,  Comox,  Nanaimo,  and  The  Islands;  all 
of  the  Queen  Charlotte  Islands,  and  all  that 
portion  of  the  Western  District  situate  and 
lying  north  of  the  53rd  parallel  of  north  lati¬ 
tude,  open  season  from  December  20th,  1941, 
to  February  28th,  1942,  both  dates  inclusive. 

Throughout  the  remainder  of  the  Western 
District,  open  season  from  November  29th, 
1941,  to  February  13th,  1942,  both  dates 

inclusive. 

Provided  in  that  portion  of  the  Lower  Main¬ 
land  known  as  Boundary  and  Mud  Bays,  in  the 
Municipalities  of  Delta  and  Surrey,  no  one 
shall  shoot  or  hunt  Brant  or  use  brant  decoys, 
guide  or  assist  in  any  way  to  hunt  Brant  on 
more  than  two  days  (or  part  of  two  days)  in 
succession,  and  in  no  case  on  more  than  two 
days  in  each  week  and  for  the  purpose  of  this 
regulation  Sunday  shall  be  considered  as  the 
first  day  of  the  week.  No  person  shall  set  out 
more  than  one  flock  of  brant  decoys,  and  no 
flock  of  such  decoys  shall  consist  of  more  than 
fifty,  and  no  two  flocks  shall  be  placed  nearer 
each  other  than  two  hundred  yards  in  the 
areas  mentioned  herein. 

No  one  shall  shoot  or  hunt  migratory  game 
birds  below  high-water  mark  in  those  waters 
on  Vancouver  Island  known  as  Brentwood  Bay 
and  Tod  Inlet  extending  south  of  a  straight 
line  running  east  and  west  from  Sluggett 
Point  to  Willis  Point.

(u.)  CALIFORNIA  QUAIL,  in  the  Western 
District,  on  Vancouver  Island  (except  Oak  Bay 
Municipality  and  that  portion  of  the  Alberni 
Electoral  District  situate  and  lying  west  of  the 
Beaufort  Range),  open  season  from  October 
18th,  1941,  to  November  30th,  1941,  both  dates 
inclusive. 

On  Saturna  and  Saltspring  Islands,  open 
season  from  October  18th,  1941,  to  October 
31st,  1941,  both  dates  inclusive. 

On  the  Mainland,  in  that  portion  thereof 
known  as  the  Municipality  of  Delta,  open 
season  from  October  18th,  1941,  to  October 
19th,  1941,  both  dates  inclusive. 

(v.)  EUROPEAN  PARTRIDGE,  no  open 
season  anywhere  in  the  Western  District. 

(?«.)  (.BOUSE  (Blue  only),  throughout  the 
Western  District  (except  Hornby  and  Denman 
Islands,  the  islands  in  Howe  Sound,  and  that 
portion  of  the  Electoral  District  of  Mackenzie 
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situate  and  lying  between  Jervis  and  Toba 
Inlets),  open  season  from  September  6th,  1941, 
to  October  31st,  1941,  both  dates  inclusive. 

On  Denman  Island,  the  islands  situated  in 
Howe  Sound,  and  in  that  portion  of  the  Elec¬ 
toral  District  of  Mackenzie  situate  and  lying 
between  Jervis  and  Toba  Inlets,  open  season 
from  September  6th,  1941,  to  September  21st, 
1941,  both  dates  inclusive. 

GROUSE  (Ruffed,  commonly  called  Willow), 
throughout  the  Western  District  (except  Salt¬ 
spring  Island  and  that  poi’tion  of  the  Western 
District  known  as  the  Lower  Mainland  situate 
and  lying  east  of  Howe  Sound  and  west  of 
the  summit  of  the  Cascade  Mountains),  open 
season  from  October  18th,  1941,  to  November 
9th,  1941,  both  dates  inclusive. 

(a-.)  PHEASANTS,  COCK  BIRDS  ONLY,  in 
the  Western  District,  on  Vancouver  Island 
(except  Oak  Bay  Municipality,  that  portion  of 
the  Electoral  District  of  Esquimalt  situate  and 
lying  between  Tugwell  Creek  and  Jordan  River, 
and  that  portion  of  the  Alberni  Electoral  Dis¬ 
trict  situate  and  lying  to  the  west  of  the 
Beaufort  Range)  and  on  the  Mainland  (except 
those  portions  thereof  known  as  the  Squamish 
Valley  and  that  area  situate  and  lying  between 
Howe  Sound  and  Toba  Inlet,  and  that  further 
portion  known  as  the  Electoral  District  of 
Skeena),  open  season  from  October  18th,  1941, 
to  November  30th,  1941,  both  dates  inclusive. 

Provided  that  the  shooting  of  Pheasants  is 
prohibited  in  the  North  Saanich  District,  on 
Vancouver  Island,  on  the  following  days, 
namely — October  19th  and  26th,  November  2nd, 
9th,  16th,  23rd,  and  30th,  1941. 

COCK  BIRDS  ONLY,  on  Saltspring  and 
Mayne  Islands,  that  portion  of  the  Electoral 
District  of  Alberni  situate  and  lying  to  the 
west  of  the  Beaufort  Range,  and  in  that  por¬ 
tion  of  the  Electoral  District  of  Prince  Rupert 
known  as  the  Queen  Charlotte  Islands,  open 
season  from  October  18th,  1941,  to  November 
9th,  1941,  both  dates  inclusive. 

Provided  that  the  hunting  or  shooting  of 
Pheasants,  Willow  or  Ruffed  Grouse,  and  Cali¬ 
fornia  Quail  in  those  portions  of  the  Western 
District  provided  with  an  open  season  (except 
Queen  Charlotte  Islands)  shall,  on  the  first 
two  days  of  the  open  season,  be  between  the 
hours  of  12  noon  to  6.30  p.m.,  and  on  each  and 
every  day  during  the  remainder  of  such  open 
season  between  sunrise  and  6.30  p.m. 

( y .)  PTARMIGAN,  in  the  Prince  Rupert 
Electoral  District,  open  season  from  September 
Gth,  1941,  to  October  15th,  1941,  both  dates 
inclusive. 

BAG-LIMITS  (EASTERN  AND  WESTERN 
DISTRICTS). 

Big  Game. 

In  respect  of  big  game  throughout  the  Prov¬ 
ince  as  defined  in  the  “  Game  Act,”  no  person 
in  that  portion  of  the  Province  in  the  Eastern 
District  north  of  the  main  line  of  the  Canadian 
National  Railway  (Prince  Rupert  to  Jasper 
Line)  shall  at  any  time  kill  or  take  or  have  in 
their  possession  during  the  entire  open  season 
more  than  two  CARIBOU  and  two  MOUNTAIN- 
SHEEP,  all  of  the  male  sex. 

In  the  remainder  of  the  Eastern  District 
provided  with  an  open  season  on  CARIBOU 
and  MOUNTAIN-SHEEP,  no  person  shall  at 
any  time  kill  or  take  or  have  in  their  posses¬ 
sion  during  the  entire  open  season  more  than 
one  CARIBOU  and  one  MOUNTAIN-SHEEP, 
all  of  the  male  sex. 

Throughout  the  Province  no  person  shall  at 
any  time  kill  or  take  or  have  in  their  posses¬ 
sion  during  the  entire  open  season  more  than 
one  MOOSE,  two  MOUNTAIN  -  GOAT,  one 
WAPITI  (ELK),  and  three  BEAR  other  than 
GRIZZLY  BEAR,  and  one  GRIZZLY  BEAR 
between  September  1st  and  December  31st, 
1941,  and  one  GRIZZLY  BEAR  between  Janu¬ 
ary  1st  and  June  30th,  1942. 


In  the  Eastern  District  no  person  shall  at 
any  time  kill  or  take  or  have  in  their  posses¬ 
sion  during  the  entire  open  season  more  than 
two  DEER,  and  in  the  Western  District  three 
DEER,  all  of  the  male  sex. 

Throughout  the  Province  no  person  shall  at 
any  time  kill  or  take  or  have  in  their  posses¬ 
sion  during  the  entire  open  season  more  big- 
game  animals  than  the  maximum  number  per¬ 
mitted  to  be  killed,  taken,  or  had  in  possession 
in  any  district. 

THROUGHOUT  THE  PROVINCE. 

Game  Birds. 

No  person  shall  in  any  district  hereinafter 
designated  kill  or  take  on  any  one  day  any 
greater  number  of  game  birds  than  the  daily 
bag-limit  hereinafter  set  out  respectively;  nor 
kill  or  take  or  have  in  their  possession,  through¬ 
out  the  Province,  during  the  entire  open  season 
more  game  birds  than  the  maximum  number 
permitted  to  be  killed,  taken,  or  had  in  posses¬ 
sion  in  any  district. 

Migratory  Game  Birds. 

COOTS:  Daily  bag-limit,  25;  season  bag- 
limit,  150. 

DUCKS  (except  Wood  and  Eider  Ducks)  : 
Daily  bag-limit,  12  in  the  aggregate;  season 
bag-limit,  125  in  the  aggregate. 

GEESE  and  BLACK  BRANT:  Daily  bag- 
limit,  5  in  the  aggregate;  season  bag-limit,  25 
of  each  species. 

PIGEONS  (Band-tailed)  (Western  District 
only):  Daily  bag-limit,  10;  season  bag-limit, 
50.' 

WILSON  or  JACK  SNIPE:  Daily  bag-limit, 
15;  season  bag-limit,  100. 

EASTERN  DISTRICT. 

Upland  Game  Birds. 

CALIFORNIA  QUAIL:  Daily  bag-limit,  10; 
season  bag-limit,  100. 

EUROPEAN  PARTRIDGE:  In  those  por¬ 
tions  of  the  Eastern  District  provided  with  an 
open  season:  Daily  bag-limit,  4;  season  bag- 
limit,  15. 

GROUSE  and  PTARMIGAN  (except  Prairie- 
chicken  or  Sharp-tailed  Grouse)  :  Daily  bag- 
limit,  6  of  one  species  or  12  of  all  species; 
season  bag-limit,  50  in  the  aggregate. 

PRAIRIE-CHICKEN  or  SHARP -TAILED 
GROUSE:  In  the  Electoral  District  of  Peace 
River:  Daily  bag-limit,  6;  season  bag-limit, 
50.  In  the  Electoral  Districts  of  Cariboo  and 
Lillooet:  Daily  bag-limit,  4;  season  bag-limit, 
15. 

PHEASANTS  (cock  birds  only)  (except  the 
Electoral  Districts  of  Nelson-Creston,  Cran- 
brook,  Columbia,  Grand  Forks-Greenwood,  and 
Yale)  :  Daily  bag-limit,  4;  season  bag-limit, 
20.  In  the  Nelson-Creston,  Cranbrook,  Colum¬ 
bia,  Grand  Forks-Greenwood,  and  Yale  Elec¬ 
toral  Districts :  Daily  bag-limit,  2 ;  season 
bag-limit,  12. 

WESTERN  DISTRICT. 

Upland  Game  Birds. 

CALIFORNIA  QUAIL:  In  the  Delta  Munici¬ 
pality:  Daily  bag-limit,  5;  season  bag-limit, 
10.  Throughout  the  remainder  of  the  Western 
District  provided  with  an  open  season:  Daily 
bag-limit,  10;  season  bag-limit,  50. 

GROUSE:  Daily  bag-limit,  6  of  all  species; 
season  bag-limit,  24  of  all  species. 

PHEASANTS  (cock  birds  only)  :  Daily  bag- 
limit,  3;  season  bag-limit,  20. 

PTARMIGAN:  Daily  bag-limit,  6;  season 
bag-limit,  24. 

Every  person  shall,  upon  the  request  of  any 
Game  Warden  or  Constable,  furnish  satisfac¬ 
tory  proof  to  him  of  the  locality  and  dates  on 
which  any  game  was  by  him  killed  or  taken  or 
had  in  possession. 
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2.  The  prohibitions  declared  by  subsection 
(1)  of  section  26  of  the  “  Game  Act  ”  as  to  the 
buying,  selling,  and  having  in  possession  of  big 
game,  so  far  as  same  relate  to  game  lawfully 
killed  or  taken,  are  hereby  removed  to  the 
extent  and  within  the  periods  and  limits  and 
subject  to  the  provisions  hereinafter  set  out, 
as  follows: — 

(a.)  MOOSE  and  CARIBOU,  bulls  over  one 
year  old,  in  the  Electoral  Districts  of  Atlin  and 
Omineca,  north  of  the  57th  parallel  of  north 
latitude,  from  September  1st,  1941,  to  Decem¬ 
ber  15th,  1941,  both  dates  inclusive. 

( b .)  BEAR  (except  White  or  Kermodei 
Bear),  in  the  Eastern  District,  from  September 
1st,  1941,  to  June  30th,  1942,  both  dates  inclu¬ 
sive;  in  the  Western  District,  from  September 
6th,  1941,  to  June  30th,  1942,  both  dates  inclu¬ 
sive. 

Provided  that  no  other  big  game  or  portion 
thereof  be  sold  in  any  part  of  the  Province. 

3.  The  open  seasons  declared  by  these  regu¬ 
lations  shall  not  apply  to  the  following  parts 
of  the  Province,  namely: — 

(a.)  Kaien  Island,  in  the  Prince  Rupert 
Electoral  District. 

( b .)  Those  portions  of  the  Burnaby  Elec¬ 
toral  District  known  as  the  Colony  Farm,  and 
in  the  Dewdney  Electoral  District  in  the 
vicinity  of  Harrison  Hot  Springs,  more  par¬ 
ticularly  described  as  follows :  “  Commencing 

at  the  mouth  of  an  unnamed  slough  entering 
Harrison  Lake  west  of  the  Harrison  Hot 
Springs  Hotel;  thence  along  the  south  shore¬ 
line  of  said  unnamed  slough  to  the  Agassiz- 
Harrison  Highway;  thence  northerly  along- 
said  highway  to  Harrison  Lake;  thence  west¬ 
erly  along  the  shore-line  of  said  lake  to  the 
point  of  commencement.” 

(c.)  That  portion  of  the  District  Munici¬ 
pality  of  Burnaby  known  as  Central  Park. 

(d.)  That  portion  of  Nanaimo  Harbour  and 
vicinity  described  as  follows:  “  Between  high- 
water  mark  on  Vancouver  Island  and  a  line 
drawn  as  follow-s :  Commencing  at  Brechin 
Point,  Departure  Bay,  near  the  City  of  Na¬ 
naimo;  thence  in  an  easterly  direction  to  the 
most  westerly  point  of  Newcastle  Island; 
thence  along  the  shore-line  of  Newcastle  Island 
in  a  northerly,  easterly,  and  southerly  direc¬ 
tion  to  the  most  easterly  point  of  Newcastle 
Island;  thence  to  the  most  westerly  point  of 
Protection  Island;  thence  south-easterly  to 
Gallows  Point  on  Protection  Island;  thence  to 
Jacks  Point  on  Vancouver  Island;  thence  in  a 
westerly  direction  to  Stevens’  and  Wright’s 
Shingle-mill  on  Vancouver  Island.” 

( e .)  That  portion  of  Nelson-Creston  Elec¬ 
toral  District  described  as  follows :  “  Com¬ 

mencing  on  the  north  shore  of  the  West  Arm 
of  Kootenay  Lake  at  Willow  Point  Wharf; 
thence  following  the  Duhamel  or  6-Mile  Creek 
Road  to  the  intersection  of  the  said  Duhamel 
Creek  Road  with  the  First  West  Fork  of 
Duhamel  Creek;  thence  following  the  said 
West  Fork  to  its  source;  thence  in  a  southerly 
direction  following  the  divide  between  Duhamel 
Creek  and  the  West  Arm  of  Kootenay  Lake 
and  Grohman  Creek  to  the  mouth  of  said  Groh- 
man  Creek;  thence  across  the  West  Arm  of 
Kootenay  Lake  to  the  south  shore  of  the  said 
West  Arm  to  a  point  known  as  the  slaughter¬ 
house;  thence  following  the  south  shore  of  the 
said  West  Arm  in  an  easterly  direction  to  a 
point  opposite  Willow  Point  Wharf;  thence 
across  the  said  West  Arm  to  the  point  of  com¬ 
mencement.” 

Provided  that  the  provisions  of  this  clause 
shall  apply  only  in  respect  to  the  hunting  of 
game  birds. 

(/.)  That  portion  of  the  South  Okanagan 
Electoral  District  in  the  vicinity  of  Kelowna 
known  as  Lot  M,  Plan  1920,  Osoyoos  Division 
of  Yale  District.  (Comprising  land  surround¬ 
ing  trout-ponds  near  Kelowna.) 

iff- )  That  portion  of  the  Salmon  Arm  Elec¬ 
toral  District  in  the  vicinity  of  Sicamous,  more 
particularly  described  as  follows:  “Commenc¬ 


ing  at  the  south-east  corner  of  Lot  525 ;  thence 
in  a  northerly  direction  following  the  west 
shore-line  of  Sicamous  Narrows  to  the  Govern¬ 
ment  Wharf;  thence  in  a  north-westerly  direc¬ 
tion  to  the  mouth  of  Eagle  River;  thence  in  an 
easterly  and  southerly  direction  following  the 
shore-line  of  Shuswap  Lake  and  Sicamous 
Narrows  to  the  south-west  corner  of  Lot  452;

the  Kamloops  Division  of  Yale  District).” 

(/.)  That  portion  of  the  Electoral  District 
of  Esquimalt  as  follows:  “All  that  portion  of 
Esquimalt  Harbour  and  Royal  Roads,  below 
high-water  mark,  situate  and  lying  north  of 
a  straight  line  extending  from  the  north-east 
end  of  Lagoon  Spit  to  Macaulay  Point.” 

(m.)  That  portion  of  the  Electoral  District 
of  Esquimalt  as  follows:  “Within  one  hun¬ 
dred  (100)  yards  on  either  side  of  the  Sooke 
water-flow  line  between  Sooke  Lake  and  Hump¬ 
back  Reservoir.

other  vehicle  thereon. 

5.  The  open  seasons  declared  by  these  regu¬ 
lations  shall  not  apply  to  the  hunting,  taking, 
or  having  in  possession  of  Quail,  Pheasants, 
Prairie-chicken  (Sharp-tailed  Grouse),  or  Part¬ 
ridge  at  any  place  when  the  surface  of  the 
ground  at  that  place  is  covered  with  snow. 

6.  No  person  shall  hunt,  kill,  or  take  any 
Moose,  Caribou,  Wapiti  (Elk),  or  Deer  while 
swimming,  and  the  hunting,  killing,  or  taking 
of  any  game  by  the  use  of  tracer  bullets  or 
tracer  shot  shells  is  prohibited.  Further,  the 
use  of  .22-calibre  (short,  long,  or  special)  rifles 
loaded  with  rim-fire  shells,  in  the  hunting  of 
big  game,  including  Deer,  is  prohibited. 

The  killing,  taking,  or  trapping  of  fur-bear¬ 
ing  animals  by  the  use  of  spring-pole  traps 
anywhere  in  the  Province  is  prohibited. 

7.  No  person  shall  hunt,  kill,  or  attempt  to 
kill  any  Migratory  Game  Bird  on  any  area 
where  baiting  is  being  done  or  has  been  done 
at  any  time  within  the  calendar  year  imme¬ 
diately  preceding  such  hunting,  killing,  or 
attempting  to  kill,  and  no  person  shall  hunt, 
kill,  or  attempt  to  kill  any  Migratory  Game 
Bird  by  the  use  or  aid  of  baiting,  whether 
being  done  at  the  time  or  that  has  been  done 
at  any  time,  and  without  regard  to  the  distance 
intervening  between  the  place  where  such 
hunting,  killing,  or  attempting  to  kill  is  done 
and  the  place  where  baiting  is  being  done  or 
has  been  done;  and  for  the  purpose  of  this 
regulation  baiting  shall  be  interpreted  as  the 
attracting  or  feeding  of  any  wild  bird  or  wild 
mammal  with  corn,  wheat,  oats,  or  other  grain 
or  products  thereof,  or  any  food  placed  to 
decoy  any  wild  bird  or  wild  mammal. 

Further,  the  use  of  live  decoys  in  the  hunt¬ 
ing  or  taking  of  any  Migratory  Game  Birds  is 
prohibited. 

8.  There  is  no  open  season  on  any  game 
other  than  in  the  open  districts  and  during  the 
periods  mentioned  in  the  foregoing  regulations. 

AH  times  mentioned  in  these  regulations 
refer  to  Daylight  Saving  Time. 

The  electoral  districts  referred  to  in  these 
regulations  cover  such  districts  as  constituted 
at  July  31st,  1941.

“  METALLIFEROUS  MINES  REGULA¬ 
TION  ACT.” 

(Section  28,  Subsection  (3).) 

UNDER  authority  of  subsection  (3),  section 
28,  “  Metalliferous  Mines  Regulation  Act,” 
His  Honour  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council 
has  been  pleased  to  approve  of  an  Order  in 
Council  whereby  the  provisions  of  subsections 

(1)  and  (2)  of  said  section  28  are  repealed, 
in  so  far  as  they  affect  limestone-quarry  opera¬ 
tions,  and  the  following  regulations  established, 
effective  August  14th,  1941 : — 

(1.)  No  operator  of  a  limestone  quarry  shall 
employ  or  permit  his  employees  to  work  for  a 
longer  period  than  eight  houi-s  in  any  twenty- 
four  hours  unless  he  shall  be  the  holder  of  a 
permit  under  the  regulation  next  following. 

(2.)  The  Minister  of  Mines  may  authorize 
the  District  Inspector  of  Mines,  or  some  other 
qualified  officer  of  the  Minister’s  Department, 
to  issue  a  permit  to  any  operator  of  a  lime¬ 
stone  quarry  authorizing  such  operator  to 
employ  any  person  in  his  quarry  for  a  period 
of  ten  hours,  but  no  longer,  in  any  twenty- 
four  hours,  such  permit  to  be  in  the  following 
form :  — 

“  METALLIFEROUS  MINES  REGULATION  ACT." 
(Section  28,  Subsection  (3).) 

Permission  is  hereby  granted  to  employ  in  his 

limestone  quarry  any  person  for  a  period  of  ten  hours, 
but  no  longer,  in  any  twenty-four  hours. 

This  permit  is  issued  on  the  condition  that  the  hourly 
rate  of  pay  for  any  person  who  is  employed  in  the  said 
limestone  quarry  for  a  longer  period  than  eight  hours,  but 
not  more  than  ten  hours  in  any  twenty-four  hours,  shall 
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be  based  on,  and  not  less  than,  the  recognized  local  hourly 
rate  of  pay  for  a  normal  eight-hour  day  ;  and  in  districts 
where  board  is  provided  in  addition  to  a  daily  wage  for 
eight  hours’  work,  the  value  of  the  board  shall  be  added 
to  the  daily  wage  in  computing  the  hourly  rate. 

This  permit  is  subject  to  cancellation  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Minister  of  Mines.

PRIVATE  BILLS. 

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4.)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in 
all  cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four 
weeks  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the 
close  of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the 
consideration  of  the  petition. 

97.  No  petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days 
of  each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be 
presented  to  the  House  after  the  first  three 
weeks  of  each  Session,  nor  may  any  report  of 
any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a 
Private  Bill  be  received  after  the  first  four 
weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no  motion  for  the 
suspension  or  modification  of  this  Standing 
Order  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until 
the  same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference 
made  thereof  at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House 
to  the  Standing  Committees  charged  with  the 
consideration  of  Private  Bills,  who  shall  report 
thereon  to  the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall 
be  suspended  or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  pro¬ 
moters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is  presented 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case 
pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order 
to  the  contrary. 

98.  (1.)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any 
Private  Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
House,  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of 
the  Session: — 

(«.)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill: 

(b.)  A  copy  of  the  petition  to  be  presented 
to  the  House: 

(c.)  Copies  of  the  notices  published,  with 
publication  proved  by  a  statutory  dec¬ 
laration  or  affidavit  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Clerk  of  the  House. 


(2.)  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill  and 
petition  the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  the  sum  of  three  hundred 
dollars. 

(3.)  If  a  copy  of  the  Bill,  petition,  and 
notices  proved  as  aforesaid  shall  not  have  been 
so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  open¬ 
ing  of  the  Session  or  if  the  petition  has  not 
been  presented  to  the  House  within  the  first 
ten  days  of  the  Session,  the  amount  to  be  paid 
to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six  hundred  dollars.  If 
the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second  reading  one-half 
of  the  fees  shall  be  returned. 

101.  Every  petition  signed  by  an  agent  or 
attorney  in  fact  shall  be  accompanied  by  the 
authority  of  such  agent  or  attorney  in  fact, 
and  the  petition  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  filed 
with  the  Clerk  until  this  is  done. 

102.  Before  any  petition  praying  for  leave 
to  bring  in  a  Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a 
toll-bridge  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person 
or  persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill 
shall,  upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by 
Standing  Order  100,  also  at  the  same  time  and 
in  the  same  manner  give  notice  of  the  rates 
which  they  intend  to  ask,  the  extent  of  the 
privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches,  the  interval 
between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the  pas¬ 
sage  of  rafts  or  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  drawbridge  or 
not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

103.  (1.)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  in¬ 
corporation  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate 
by  reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts 
relating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by 
such  Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  estab¬ 
lished  for  any  proposed  departure  from  this 
principle,  or  for  the  introduction  of  other  pro¬ 
visions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note  shall  be 
appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the  provisions 
thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is  proposed 
to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not 
framed  in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order 
shall  be  recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted 
at  their  expense  before  any  Committee  passes 
upon  the  clauses. 

(2.)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted, 
shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model 
Bill  (copies  of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained 
from  the  Clerk  of  the  House).  Any  provisions 
contained  in  any  such  Bill  which  are  not  in 
accord  with  the  model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets  or  underlined,  and  shall  be 
so  printed. 

(3.)  Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may 
be  proposed  to  insert  in  any  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  same. 

107.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by 
the  parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed 
in  small-pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty 
ems,  on  good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form, 
each  page  when  folded  measuring  10%  inches 
by  7%  inches.  There  shall  be  a  marginal 
number  every  fifth  line  of  each  page;  the 
numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to  run  on  through 
the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each  page  are  to  be 
numbered  separately.  Three  hundred  copies 
of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk 
of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first  read¬ 
ing.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill 
during  its  progress  before  the  Committee  on 
Private  Bills,  or  through  the  House,  such  Bill 
shall  be  reprinted  by  the  promoters  thereof.
